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We  have  seen  dramatic  changes  in  Ameri- 
can agriculture  this  past  year. 

Agriculture  is  making  an  even  fuller  con- 
tribution to  the  Nation’s  economy.  Americans 
in  all  paths  of  life  recognize  agriculture’s  star 
role  in  the  economic  health  of  this  country. 
About  one-fourth  of  our  Nation’s  exports  are 
farm  products — exports  which  make  jobs  for 
Americans  and  which  are  vital  to  our  ability  to  pay  for  the  much- 
needed  oil,  raw  materials,  and  consumer  goods  we  import. 

Farm  production  is  expected  to  reach  another  record  this  year — 
as  it  has  in  each  of  the  last  3 years.  This  output  makes  a valuable 
contribution  in  our  fight  against  inflation.  Farmers  are  running 
their  own  businesses,  guided  by  the  free  market.  We  have  dis- 
mantled restrictive  controls  on  production  and  marketing.  There 
is  a new  spirit  at  large  in  rural  America. 

Throughout,  we  have  continued  to : 

• uphold  the  institution  of  the  family  farm  which  has  made 
American  agriculture  the  most  efficient  in  the  world, 

• engage  in  problem-solving  projects  and  research  which 
benefit  agriculture,  the  Nation,  and  the  world, 

• assist  rural  communities  to  grow  and  prosper, 

• assure  consumers  of  high  food  quality  and  see  that  those  in 
need  have  adequate  food. 

The  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  as  wide  and 
varied  as  the  needs  of  farmers  and  consumers.  Doing  that  job  well 
requires  exceptional  people,  those  with  the  keenest  degree  of 
dedication,  the  highest  level  of  competency,  the  widest  range  of 
technical  ability,  the  greatest  capacity  for  imagination  and  fore- 
thought. 


Those  who  are  being  recognized  today  are  individuals  and 
groups  who  have  fulfilled  these  requirements  in  exemplary  ways. 
They  have  responded  to  the  demand  of  today’s  farmer  and  today’s 
consumer  and  have  helped  agriculture  grow  toward  its  great 
potential. 


I am  happy  to  pay  tribute  to  them  and  to  all  the  people  in  the 
Department  who  have  helped  add  to  the  proud  record  of  recent 
agricultural  history.
